Nittany Lions Seek 30th Straight Non-Losing Season 


Penn State in 1968 will be shooting for its 30th straight season without a losing 
record. The Nittany Lions last lost more grid games than they won in 1938, when the 
record was 3-4-1. Since then they’ve registered 26 straight winning seasons (1939 
through 1964), two .500 seasons (5-5) in 1965 and 1966, and an 8-2 campaign in 
1967. They’ve posted 182 regular-season victories against 75 defeats and 9 ties since 
1938, produced an unbeaten eleven in 1947, won Eastern championships in 1947, 
1961, 1962, 1964 and 1967, and after six campaigns — 1947-59-60-61-62-67 — went 
to major bowl games. 


Lions 11th Among Nation's Winningest Teams 


Penn State ranks eleventh among the nation’s “winningest” college football 
teams over the last quarter-century, 1943 through 1967.

PROSPECTS FOR 1968 


Penn State’s 1968 football team ap- 
pears to possess qualities similar to the 
1967 edition. That statement alone, of 
course, conjures up thoughts of another 
outstanding season for the Nittany Lions 
this fall. But, knowing the vagaries of 
college football, and not being prone to 
over-optimism, Coach Joe Paterno points 
first to the problems when discussing the 
prospects for 1968. 

Paterno and his staff face two general 
problems and two specific trouble spots 
as fall drills open. The interior offensive 
line, depleted by graduation and marked 
by yet-inconclusive experimentation in 
spring drills, looms as a major problem 
area. Questionable depth throughout the 
squad is another. 

The specific problems are quarterback 
and split end. Chuck Burkhart’s spring 
performance eased some of the anxiety 
over the quarterback situation, but split 
end is still suspect going into fall prac- 
tice. 

Then there’s the schedule. It’s tough, 
which is usual, and it contains two open 
dates, which is unusual. Those two idle 
weekends might help or hinder the 
squad’s development, depending on the 
injury situation. But it’s safe to say that 
few coaches and players relish a 12-week 
schedule unless there’s a game every Sat- 
urday. 

Last season proved to be one of the 
most successful in Penn State history, and 
many of the standouts from the 1967 
squad return, But several of the losses 
are significant. Gone is the aerial com- 
bination of quarterback Tom Sherman 
and split end Jack Curry, who rewrote 
the Lion passing and receiving records 
over the past three years. Gone also is 
the nucleus of the interior offensive line 
— tackle Rich Buzin and center Bill 
Lenkaitis. 

The defense also loses four 1967 start- 
ers: safety Tim Montgomery, halfback 
Bob Capretto, tackle Mike McBath and 
end Jim Litterelle. Paterno figures Mont- 
gomery will be the most difficult to re- 
place. 

On the plus side, Paterno will greet 20 


lettermen from the 1967 team that com- 
piled an 8-2 record, won the Lambert 
Trophy and earned a berth in the Gator 
Bowl. The team has the unusual advan- 
tage of being both young and exper- 
ienced in the first unit, since so many 
sophomores were starters in 1967. And 
there are several standout prospects in 
the latest sophomore crop — although a 
number of sophs, particularly among the 
running backs, missed all or parts of 
spring practice because of injuries. 


“We won't be able to count on the 
newcomers early,” Paterno says, “be- 
cause injuries prevented us from getting 
a good look at some of the sophomores 
in the spring. This aggravated our over- 
all depth problem. With our schedule, I 
worry about our depth — our ability to 
stand up over the long haul.” 


If there is one area which doesn’t 
worry Paterno, it must be the first-unit 
running backfield. Last year, an early- 
season injury to Bob Campbell forced 
Paterno to rely on three sophomore run- 
ning backs most of the season. Fortunate- 
ly, they were sophomores with excep- 
tional talent and poise. This fall, Pa- 
terno faces the pleasant prospect of hav- 
ing Campbell back to team up with 
Charlie Pittman, the speedy junior from 
Baltimore who led the team in rushing 
(580 yds., 4.9 avg.) last year. Campbell 
was off to a great start (247 yds., 6.9 
avg.) before being injured in the third 
game last fall. If he’s back to normal, 
he should be a bona fide “All” candidate 
in 1968. 


In Campbell and Pittman, Paterno be- 
lieves Penn State will boast one of the 
best running back combinations in the 
country. Both are fast, explosive backs 
who also catch the ball well — the type 
of player who can break open a game 
with one play. Campbell’s knee held up 
well in spring drills, and Pittman dis- 
played marked improvement in all areas. 

The backup halfbacks are sophomores. 
Two of them — Fran Ganter and Gary 
Deuel — were impressive in spring drills 
until sidelined by injuries. Two other 


good sophomore prospects, Joel Ramich 
and George Landis, are also slated to 
provide halfback depth. 

A pleasant dilemma exists at fullback. 
Junior Don Abbey, who ranked fifth in 
the nation in scoring a year ago, would 
be the natural choice to handle the No. 1 
fullback duties. But Abbey (6-3, 236) 
missed spring practice while recovering 
from knee surgery, and in his absence 
non-lettered senior Tom Cherry (6-2, 
217) did such a fine job that Abbey faces 
a stiff battle to win back his old job this 
fall. 

At quarterback, it'll be no easy task to 
fill the shoes of Tom Sherman, who set 
six school records last year. But Burk- 
hart, Sherman’s 1967 understudy, had a 
good spring and needs only experience to 
become solid as a signal-caller. Last year 
Burkhart played the equivalent of about 
one game. 

“Chuck is the number one quarter- 
back,” Paterno says. “He showed all- 
around improvement in the spring. He’s 
a fine passer who can hit his receiver 
from 35 to 40 yards. The main things he 
must work on are his ball-handling and 
play-selection. The number two quarter- 
back job is wide open.” 

Behind Burkhart are junior Wally 
Cirafesi (who lettered as a defensive back 
in 1967) and two sophomores — Jim 
Colbert and Mike Cooper. All three are 
good prospects who must overcome in- 
consistency. 

One factor in Burkhart’s favor is the 
Lions’ profusion of fine pass receivers. 
Leading the group is All-American tight 
end Ted Kwalick, the nation’s best at 
that position. Kwalick can, and usually 
does, catch anything in his vicinity. He 
caught 33 for 563 yards last year. And 
the backs are all excellent pass-catchers. 
Abbey grabbed 10 (four for touchdowns) 
in 1967, Campbell had six before he was 
hurt, and Pittman caught 12 for 99 
yards in the spring game. 

But according to Paterno, it’s the split 
end that makes the passing game click, 
and the loss of Jack Curry (41 catches 
in 1967) at this spot adds another fur- 
row to the skipper’s brow. 

“I'd say we have a problem right now 


at split end,” Paterno says. “You can’t 
have a good offense in college football 
without a good split man, and we’ve had 
one of the best over the past three years 
in Curry. Leon Angevine and Greg Ed- 
monds both showed progress in the 
spring, but they have yet to be really 
tested under game conditions.” 

Angevine lettered last year as a some- 
times starter at defensive back and as a 
reserve split end. If he wins the job, he'll 
give the Lions more speed than they’ve 
ever had at that position. If Edmonds 
(6-3, 190) wins the job, he'll give Penn 
State more size there than ever before. 
Edmonds made a fine touchdown catch 
in the spring game, but he also dropped 
more than his share of passes during 
spring scrimmages — when he wasn’t idle 
with a pulled leg muscle. Both he and 
Angevine need to develop receiving con- 
sistency. 

Penn State’s interior offensive line is 
almost completely new, and the inexper- 
ience in this area worries Paterno. One 
top returnee from the 1967 starting for- 
ward wall is Dave Bradley, who moves 
from guard to tackle to plug the gap left 
by Rich Buzin. Bradley, the biggest man 
on the team at 6-4, 240, is “the key 
player in our offensive line plans,” says 
Paterno. The other tackle probably will 
be John Kulka (6-4, 225), who started 
at that spot last year, although he played 
both center and tackle in spring drills. 
If sophomore Warren Koegel continues 
to play well at center, Kulka will be free 
to return to tackle. Koegel (6-4, 230) 
was one of three sophomores to win a 
starting job in spring drills. 

At the end of spring practice, both 
offensive guard jobs had been won by 
players who moved from other positions. 
Erstwhile tight end Gary Williams and 
Dave Rakiecki, a °67 regular at middle 
guard, were the starters. They'll be spell- 
ed by 1967 lettermen Tom Jackson and 
sophomore Charlie Zapiec. 

Contrary to the situation a year ago 
at this time, the defense appears to be 
well ahead of the offense. Eight of the 
probable starters are lettermen, and six 
of them were sophomores in 1967. The 
defense is bolstered by the return of Mike 


Reid, who missed almost the entire 1967 
season because of a knee injury and sub- 
sequent surgery. 


Reid joins a linebacking corps that is 
definitely one of the squad’s strong areas. 
Dennis Onkotz, the only sophomore on 
the first All-East team in 1967, is back 
after leading the team in interceptions 
and tackles. Also returning is letterman 
Pete Johnson. The fourth linebacker will 
be Jack Ham, a Johnstown sophomore 
who was one of the pleasant surprises of 
spring practice. Three other first-year 
linebackers — Jerry Bulvin, Gary Hull 
and Steve Prue — were impressive in 
spring drills and are being groomed for 
backup duty along with junior Dave 
Radakovich. 

The defensive tackles should be among 
the best in the East. Jim Kates (6-1, 
225), a standout soph at linebacker in 
1967, made the switch to tackle in the 
spring and maintained his reputation as 
one of the team’s surest tacklers. Re- 
turning at the other tackle will be 1967 
starter Steve Smear (6-1, 218), voted the 
squad’s most improved player in the 
spring. 

Two-year letterman Frank Spaziani, 
who missed spring workouts to pitch for 
the baseball team, had a fine year at de- 
fensive end last fall and will start at one 
terminal spot. But at the other end, a 
replacement is needed for the graduated 
Jim Litterelle. After spring drills, non- 
lettered senior Lincoln Lippincott was 
ahead of sophomore Doug McArthur. 
They both improved steadily in the 
spring. 

The success of Paterno’s experimenta- 
tion in the defensive backfield was one of 
the most encouraging developments in 
spring drills. All three probable starters 
are newcomers to their positions. Neal

Smith moves from defensive halfback to 
safety, replacing Tim Montgomery, a 
1967 All-East choice. At one halfback 
will be Paul Johnson, whom Paterno says 
“is going to be a great defensive back.” 
He was the starting wingback on offense 
in 1967. At the other halfback will be 
sophomore Mike Smith, the leading 
ground gainer on last year’s freshman 
team. All three are quick and have ex- 
cellent speed. Junior Orlando Moncelsi 
and sophomores Terry Stump and Chuck 
Pinchotti (a pair of former high school 
quarterbacks) will serve as backup men. 

“Our defense will be small this year, 
the smallest defensive team I can remem- 
ber,” Paterno says. “But it appears to 
be quick, tough and alert. When you 
play a schedule such as ours, however, 
you must be concerned with the size of 
your defense. We could be good on de- 
fense. but if teams consistently try to 
run the ball down our throats, we could 
be in trouble.” 

Overall, Penn State appears to have a 
team similar to last year’s, with talent 
capable of making the big plays, both of- 
fensively and defensively. It looks like an 
exciting team, with an explosive offense, 
and a reckless. aggressive defense — the 
same combination that proved so suc- 
cessful last season. But the squad is only 
one-deep in experienced personnel at most 
positions, and the offensive line needs to 
develop more consistent blocking. A key 
factor could be how well — and how 
quickly — the sophomores develop, be- 
cause they could provide the solutions to 
both the depth and the offensive line 
problems. Finally, the Nittany Lions ap- 
pear to possess the same qualities of speed 
and quickness which prompted Paterno 
to label last year’s squad “the fastest in 
Penn State history.” 


Consistent passing by junior quarterback Chuck Burkhart paced the Blues to a 
39-19 victory over the Whites in Penn State’s annual windup scrimmage on May 18. 


A steady rain limited the crowd to 3,000. 


Burkhart completed 19 of 33 passes for 223 yards and one touchdown as the 
Blues overcome a 153-8 halftime deficit to win in a romp. The McKees Rocks junior 


had considerable offensive help from fullback Tom Cherry, who rushed for 56 yards 
and two touchdowns in 16 carries; halfback Charlie Pittman, who ran for 36 yards 
and a touchdown and grabbed 12 passes for 99 yards; and split end Leon Angevine, 
who gained 99 yards on five pass receptions — one for 36 yards and a TD. 

Defensive hero for the Blues was junior halfback Paul Johnson, who figured in 
four touchdowns. He intercepted a Mike Cooper pass and raced 63 yards for a TD 
in the third period and set up the Blues’ final score with a 38-yard punt return. He 
also set up TD’s with another pass interception and a fumble recovery. 

The Blue victory overshadowed an outstanding performance by All-American 
Ted Kwalick, who manned the tight end post for the White team. Kwalick grabbed 
six passes for 87 yards and one touchdown. 

Wally Cirafesi did most of the quarterbacking for the Whites, hitting on 14 of 
39 attempts for 193 yards and two TD’s. He kept the Whites in command through 
the first half, when he completed 13 of 24 for 178 yards. But he went cold after inter- 
mission, making good on only one of 15 tries. 

The leading ground gainer on the muddy field was sophomore Joel Ramich of 
the Whites, who picked up 57 yards in 15 carries. White halfback Bob Campbell, 
who had had an outstanding spring practice up to that point, had repeated difficulty 
with his footing and gained only 12 yards in 8 rushes. 

Touchdown passes from Cirafesi to sophomore split end Greg Edmonds and 
Kwalick offset a Burkhart-to-Angevine TD toss and gave the Whites a 13-8 halftime 
advantage. But the Whites scored only once more, on a one-yard plunge by sopho- 
more George Landis in the third period. 

Meanwhile, the Blues were rolling up the score with three TD’s in the third 
period and two more in the fourth. Cherry and Burkhart scored on short runs and 
Paul Johnson scored on an interception return to give the Blues a 26-19 lead after 
three periods. In the final period, short runs by Pittman and Cherry completed the 
scoring. 

For the White team, Jim Kates was a standout at defensive tackle and linebacker 
Mike Reid turned in his best performance of the spring. 

Joe Paterno, who divided the top players on his team equally between both 
squads, said “it would have been closer had the White team not gotten a little careless 
in the second half.” He said he felt the squad showed improvement in two key areas 
—quarterback and the defensive secondary — but added that problems of depth and 
the interior line remained unsolved going into fall drills. 


ABOUT THE SYSTEM 


The Nittany Lions will continue to play a multiple offense in 1968, with empha- 
sis on the winged-T. Featured will be a wide variety of formations from which the 
objectives are an attempt to develop balance between effective inside and outside run- 
ning attacks, and consistent passing. 

Defensively, the Lions usually will operate with a four-man line, four linebackers 
(one of whom may be a rover at times), and a deep secondary of two halfbacks and 
a safety.

In 1967, Kwalick became the first player in Penn State 
history to achieve All-America recognition in his junior 
year. He was named to first-unit All-America squads by 
the American Football Coaches Association and the News- 
paper Enterprise Association, and was a second team selec- 
tion by the Associated Press and United Press International. 
Naturally, he was a first team All-East choice on teams se- 
lected by the AP and the Eastern College Athletic Confer- 
ence. 


In college football’s modern era, when split ends and flankers catch 50 or 60 
passes per season, it’s sometimes difficult for a truly outstanding tight end to gain the 
recognition he deserves. For example, Kwalick caught “only” 33 passes in 1967. But 
be gained 563 yards, an average of 17.1 yards per reception, and he scored four touch- 
downs. In addition, he saw duty as a ball carrier on the end-around play, and as a 
punt-return man. 

Kwalick has all the attributes of a great tight end. First, he has huge hands — 
so large that he can’t get gloves to fit in winter - 
plus excellent speed and moves. His size and quick- 
ness make him an excellent blocker, and he runs like 
a fullback after catching the ball. In the Nittany 
Lions’ victory over Syracuse last fall, Kwalick helped 
set up the first Penn State touchdown when he caught 
a Tom Sherman pass and ran over three defenders be- 
fore being dragged down after a 30-yard gain, In the 
same game, he simply outran his defender to grab a 
60-yard touchdown pass. He had one of his greatest 
games against Miami in the Orange Bowl, when he 
caught nine passes for 89 yards. 

But the catch Penn State fans will remember 
longest came in the North Carolina State game. Ona 
third-and-two situation on the Wolfpack 18-yard-line, 
Kwalick broke free into the end zone and made a 
spectacular leaping grab of a pass that appeared to 
be overthrown. It was the Lions’ first touchdown in 
a 13-8 victory. 


Lion fans have come to expect the spectacular 
from Kwalick, who makes catches behind his back, with one hand — and occasionally 
steals the ball from a defender who may have cut in front of big No. 82, And would- 
be tacklers find it’s risky business trying to stop him once he gets the pigskin. He has 
a fine attitude, and is a leader among his teammates. 


Kwalick is Penn State’s 15th All-American, and the fifth Nittany Lion end se- 
lected . . . grabbed two passes — one for a TD— and carried once for seven yards in 
the Gator Bowl game . . . caught six for 87 yards and one TD in the spring game... 
was the standout player for the Pennsylvania Big 33 squad against Texas in 1965, 
when he caught nine passes and scored his team’s lone TD on a fantastic leaping catch 
. .. played at Montour High for Coach Bob Phillips, now in his third season on the 
Penn State coaching staff . . . most valuable player in the Western Pennsylvania Inter-

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The Coaching Staff... 


Joseph V. Paterno 
Head Football Coach 


It might be said that 1967 was a typi- 
cal football season for Joe Paterno. 


Not that an 8-2 record, the Eastern 
Championship, a national ranking and a 
bowl berth are necessarily typical. 


But Joe Paterno hopes to make seasons 
such as 1967 typical at Penn State. For 
Paterno, an intense desire to win is 
characteristic. And after a 5-5 record in 
1966, his first year as a head coach, Pa- 
terno hopes that the 1967 season set a 
standard of excellence for Penn State 
football of the future. 


Joe Paterno makes no secret of his de- 
sire to make Penn State a national grid- 
iron power. He believes 1967 was the 
kickoff year in what he calls a “Grand 
Experiment.” 

“We're talking about the idea of hav- 
ing great football teams,” Paterno says. 
“T’m thinking in terms of a ‘Grand Ex- 
periment.’ It sounds a little corny, I 
know, but it’s that kind of thing with us 
because we intend to do it with people 
who belong at Penn State. 

“If you have a great football team, 
everyone assumes there have been some 
sacrifices made in the area of academic 
standards. But I think it can be done 
without sacrificing standards. We showed 
it could be done last year. I hope we 
can go to a bowl every year. It gives us 
a chance to show people what we have 
on a national level. We have a lot of 
good things at Penn State. If we’re great 
in one area — as we are in academics — 
there’s no reason why we can’t be great 
in another.” 

Such candor and honesty are Paterno 
trademarks. His wit and forthrightness 
— qualities familiar to “insiders” during 
his long tenure as an assistant coach — 
made him an instant success with play- 
ers, fans and press alike when he took 
over the head coaching job in 1966. 

Paterno was a natural to succeed Rip 
Engle when Rip retired after a long and 
successful career. Paterno had played 
under Engle at Brown. He had accom- 
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panied his former coach to the Nittany 
Valley when Engle moved to Penn State 
in 1950. He was an assistant coach from 
1950 until 1964, when he assumed the 
responsibilities of associate coach. 

In his rookie season as head coach, 


the Nittany Lions finished 5-5. Last 
year, Paterno and his staff overcame sev- 
eral early-season obstacles and guided 
Penn State to one of its best seasons ever. 
The Nittany Lions won their last seven 
regular season games to finish 8-2. They 
earned the Lambert Trophy, symbol of 
Eastern major college gridiron suprem- 
acy. They were ranked tenth in the na- 
tion by one major wire-service poll 
(eleventh by the other), and they went 
on to tie Florida State in .an exciting 
Gator Bowl game last December 30. 
For his outstanding coaching job, Pa- 
terno was named “Coach of the Year” for 
NCAA District 2, and finished high in the 
national “Coach of the Year” balloting. 
One key to Penn State’s success in 
1967 — and a meaningful barometer of 


Paterno’s coaching prowess — was re- 
flected in a statement Paterno made as 
the Lions prepared for their Gator Bowl 
appearance last December. 

“Although we have so many young 
players on the squad, this is a very ma- 
ture team,” Paterno said at that time. 
“They work hard and they're willing to 
sacrifice, They’re a ‘we and us’ team, 
not an ‘I’ team. 

“As far back as spring practice in 
1967, I tried to emphasize to them that 
football should be a fun game to play. 
You only have so many games in your 
college career — you have 30, or if 
you’re lucky, you might have 31, or 32, 
or 33. And when you're 40 or 50 years 
old, you'll look back and remember all 
those games. So there’s no sense in not 
going out there and playing every game 
to the hilt — being reckless and having 
a lot of fun. These players did that. 
They enjoyed playing football so much, 
that in a season with so many distractions 
(a bowl bid, national rankings, etc.), it 
was a very easy job to get them ready 
for the next game.” 

“Mature” was one adjective few ob- 
servers would have applied to Penn 
State’s 1967 team early in the season. As 
many as seven sophomores started at one 
time, the result of a rash of early-season 
injuries and a porous defense in the 
opener against Navy. But these were not 
typical sophomores. And because they 
played so well as sophomores, it’s logical 
to assume that many of them will become 
great players as juniors and seniors. 

So its not surprising that Paterno 
produced a winner in 1967, and it won’t 
be surprising if he continues to turn out 
quality teams. He has always been a 
winner . . . as far back as his playing 
days at Brown. He played for the Bruins 
from 1946 through 1949, quarterbacking 
two of Rip Engle’s best teams — the 1948 
outfit that won seven of nine games, and 
the 1949 edition that finished 8-1. 

He was co-captain of the Brown foot- 
ball team in his senior year, played three 
years of varsity basketball, was graduated 
in 1950 with a degree in English litera- 
ture and was accepted by the Boston 
University Law School. 
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But then Rip Engle accepted the head 
coaching job at Penn State, and he asked 
his star pupil to accompany him to the 
Nittany Valley. For Joe, it was to be a 
temporary move. 

“T planned on a law career, or perhaps 
even politics,” he explains, “until one day 
Rip told me he had taken the Penn State 
job and asked if I would go along and 
coach the quarterbacks and other offen- 
sive backs.” 

After being raised in Brooklyn, going 
to college in Providence, R. I., and being 
pointed toward Boston for law school, he 
wasn’t enthusiastic about leaving the big 
city for life in a small Central Pennsyl- 
vania community. But he decided to 
give it a try, “just to broaden my ex- 
perience before going to law school.” 

That was 17 years ago, and Joe never 
regretted the “temporary” move that be- 
came permanent. 

“T grew to love Penn State so much 
that after two or three years I dreamed 
of nothing other than becoming its head 
coach someday,” he says. “It’s the only 
job I’ve ever really wanted in coaching.” 

He was an assistant under Engle from 
1950 until June of 1964 when he was 
promoted to associate coach. During that 
period, he became the best known assis- 
tant coach in the East, if not the nation. 

He was recognized nationally for his 
development of such great quarterbacks 
as All-American Richie Lucas, Milt 
Plum, Galen Hall and Pete Liske. 

The 41-year-old coach was born in 
Brooklyn, December 21, 1926, attended 
Brooklyn Preparatory School (Class of 
1945), captained its football and basket- 
ball teams and played baseball. He was 
in the Army in 1945 and 1946, serving 
part of his tour of duty with the Army 
of Occupation in Korea. 

Joe married the former Suzanne Poh- 
land of Latrobe, Pa., in 1962. She’s a 
Penn State graduate, class of 1961. They 
have two daughters, Diana Lynne, age 
5, and erg Kathryn, 34%, and a son, 
David, 2M”. 

Paterno’s brother, George, is head foot- 
ball coach at the U. S. Merchant Marine 
Academy in Kings Point, N. Y. He and 
Joe were backfield teammates at Brown. 


Earl Bruce 


Washington & Jefferson °29 
Freshman Coach 
Begins 23rd Season on Staff 


Assistant varsity coach and head freshman coach 
at Penn State since 1946, Earl Bruce is an alumnus of 
Washington and Jefferson College where he was a back. 
Previously, Bruce had played three sports at California 
(Pa.) State Teachers College (now California State Col- 
lege). 


Bruce began his coaching career at Bell Township 
High School (Pa.) where he compiled a 42-22-8 record 
in eight seasons (1929-36) as head coach. 


He moved to Brownsville (Pa.) High School as an 
assistant from 1937 through 1940. He was head coach 
from 1941 through 1945. 


For five years as head coach at Brownsville, Bruce compiled a record of 35 vic- 
tories, 10 defeats, and five ties. His 1943 team, which posted a perfect 10-0 record, 
won the WPIAL championship as well as the Big Six and Fayette County crowns. 
From 1947 through 1949, he coached at California (Pa.) State where he posted an 
overall record of 27 wins, and six losses. His 1946 team won all nine games and 
captured the Pennsylvania State Teachers College title. 


He and Jim O’Hora are the oldest coaches on the Penn State staff in point of 
service. 


He married the former Mary Whitesell of Salina, Pa., in 1931. They have three 
children, Richard 37, Penn State “54, former Air Force captain and now with Doug- 
las Aircraft in Culver City, Calif.; Jerry, 33, Penn State °58, with Latrobe Steel:

Jim O’Hora is a native of Dunmore, Pa., and a 
graduate of Dunmore High School where he starred in 
football and baseball. 

He attended Penn State from 1932 until 1936, 
playing varsity center under Coach Bob Higgins. His 
coaching experience began in September, 1936, when he 
returned to his alma mater to earn his master’s degree in 
physical education and served as a graduate assistant, 
helping to coach the freshman football team. 

He became head football and baseball coach at 
Roaring Spring (Pa.) High School in 1937, coached the 
team to an 8-1 record in 1938, and in 1939 was named 
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head football, baseball, and basketball coach at Mahanoy Township (Pa.) High 
School.

Pittsburgh *38 
Defensive Backs, Kickers

A native of East Chicago, Indiana, Frank Patrick 
was graduated from Roosevelt High School in that city, 
where he participated in football, basketball, and track. 
In 1933, he was named to the All-Indiana high school 
football team. 


Patrick entered Pitt in 1934, played fullback for 
the Panthers in 1935-36-37, was named to several All- 
American squads, and was a member of Pitt’s national 
championship team which played Washington in the 
Rose Bowl following the 1936 season. He played profes- 
sional football with the Chicago Cardinals in 1938 and 
1939, 


In 1940, Patrick joined the coaching staff of Oglethorpe University, Atlanta, 
Georgia, serving as backfield coach from 1943 through 1945. He was athletic direc- 
tor and head football coach at the College of Puget Sound, Tacoma, Washington, in 
1946 and 1947, and in 1948 was backfield coach for the Pittsburgh Steelers. In 
1949 he joined the Penn State staff where he concerns himself primarily with defen- 
sive backfield work, and with the Nittany Lions’ kicking and punting game. 


During World War II, he served 52 months in the Navy. Following his com- 
mission he was assigned to the V12 and NROTG programs at Harvard and Minne- 
sota.

John T. White, University of Michigan alumnus and 
a member of its football coaching staff from 1948 through

White, who earned letters from both Ohio State and 
Michigan, played center on the unbeaten, untied 1947 
Michigan team which won the national championship 
and defeated Southern California in the Rose Bowl. 
Later, as a member of the Michigan coaching staff, he 
worked with the middle linemen and line backers, and 
also did extensive scouting. 

White, who reported to Penn State for spring drills in °54, played at Ohio State 
as a freshman and sophomore and then, after three years in the Army, resumed his 
education at Michigan. He played on the 1946 team which lost only to Illinois, then 


won wide-spread attention as center on the unbeaten Rose Bowl eleven. His brother, 
Paul, was halfback and captain of the 1943 Michigan team. 


He owns a Master of Education degree from his alma mater, where he coached 
while studying. 


He was born in Georgia, but spent his boyhood in River Rouge, Michigan, 
where he was a schoolboy standout in football, basketball, and baseball. He married 
the former Verna McQueen, a native of England (although she grew up in River 
Rouge, Mich.), in 1944 and they have one son, Brian, 19, a Penn State sophomore.

George Welsh, star quarterback at the U. §. Naval

He is a native of Coaldale, Pa., and a graduate of 
Coaldale High School where he was a standout athlete. 

At the Naval Academy he won three letters in foot- 
ball and three in baseball. In three seasons of varsity 
play, he completed 180 of 327 passes for 2,411 yards and 
20 touchdowns and rushed for 263 yards and four touch- 
downs. 

In 1954, he led Navy's “team of desire” to a 7-2 
record and a 21-0 win over Mississippi in the Sugar Bowl. 

In 1955, when he guided Navy to a 6-2-1 record,

Robert W. Phillips, whose Montour (Pa.) High 
football teams won 92 of 108 games during the past 12 
years, was named assistant football coach and instructor 
of physical education March 1, 1966.

Chuck Medlar, head trainer for all Penn State ath- 
letic teams, as well as head baseball coach, will be on a 
leave of absence through the first half of the 1968 foot- 
ball season. He will serve as head trainer for the United 
States Olympic Teams at Mexico City. 

Medlar, a 1946 graduate of Penn State, attended 
Allentown (Pa.) High School where he earned letters in 
football, basketball and baseball. Following a year at 
Pennington (N.J.) Prep, he entered Penn State in 1938 
and competed in football, basketball and baseball, as a 
tackle, center, and pitcher, respectively. 

He left college in 1941 to play professional baseball 
with Beaumont (Texas League) as property of the Detroit Tigers, and in 1942 moved 
to Buffalo of the International League. 

He entered the Navy December, 1942, served overseas at Pearl Harbor and 
Midway as a chief petty officer. Discharged in 1946, he rejoined Buffalo only to have 
his professional career ended because of a sore arm. He returned to Penn State in 
September, 1946, as assistant to trainer Jack Hulme and to complete his studies. 

When Hulme died that same year, Medlar who had assisted him in 1940 after 
a knee injury forced him out of football, succeeded him as trainer and in 1948 was 
appointed to the physical education faculty. He is now head trainer for all athletic 
teams, and in 1950, 1951, 1952, and 1953 was selected as trainer for the North team 
in the Blue-Gray games. 

This fall he will be a member of the Olympic staff for the second time. He was 
a trainer for the U. S. Olympic team for the 1964 Olympic Games in Tokyo and 
recently was named to the U. S. Olympic Medical and Training Services Committee 
as the representative from the National Athletic Trainers Association. He is a member 
of the executive committee of the American Association of College Baseball Coaches.

1967 IN REVIEW 


Before Penn State opened its 1967 season, Coach Joe Paterno diagnosed the Nit- 
tany Lions’ major problems as overall defense, consistent quarterbacking and team 
speed. Spring practice had revealed some glaring gaps in the defense, quarterback 
Tom Sherman had been hot-and-cold in 1966, and Paterno knew his squad would 
have to improve its speed and quickness to cope with the schedule it faced. 

Ten games later, it was evident that Paterno, his staff and his players had solved 
those problems. The defense, with its aggressive, reckless style of play, developed into 
one of the squad’s strongest points. Tom Sherman was at his best against the toughest 
teams on the schedule, and he set six school offensive records. And at season’s end, 
Paterno was calling the team Penn State’s fastest in history. 

The Nittany Lions’ 8-2 record was all the more remarkable when one considers 
that the team lost two of its biggest stars — linebacker Mike Reid and tailback Bob 
Campbell — before the season was three weeks old. Reid, named to most pre-season 
All-American teams, aggravated a knee injury he had suffered in the 1967 NCAA 
wrestling championships, and his season ended after six plays in the opener against 
Navy. Campbell had three great games before he suffered a knee injury late in the 
third game against UCLA. Both underwent surgery on the same day, Oct 9. 

But Paterno was undaunted at such adversities. “Reid and Campbell were great 
players, but no one or two players make a team, and no one or two players will break 
us,” he said. “We'll just have to pick ourselves up and win with what we have.” 

What the Nittany Lions had turned out to be enough, but it was not nearly that 
simple. Actually, trouble started in the very first game, when Navy pulled out a 23-22 
victory at Annapolis. In that game, it appeared that Paterno’s pre-season diagnosis 
was accurate. But just one week later, the Lions suddenly came of age. The intro- 
duction of a band of sophomores into the lineup, coordinated with a smaller group of 
seasoned veterans, resulted in an explosive atmosphere both on offense and defense. 
After the hard-luck loss to Navy, Penn State rebounded and knocked off highly re- 
garded Miami of Florida, 17-8. Then came another heartbreaker, a 17-15 loss to 
UCLA. 

After that, Penn State was unbeatable. The sophomores played better than any- 
one had a right to expect, especially on defense, where as many as seven were starting 
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at one time. On offense, sophomore Charlie Pittman filled in more than adequately 
for Campbell, and rookie fullback Don Abbey was a capable replacement for senior 
Dan Lucyk, who missed a lot of action because of several injuries. 


“I felt before the season that we had a lot of young people who would be fine 
football players some day,” Paterno said. “But I didn’t expect them to come along so 
quickly. Our coaching staff did a great job with these players, and they all responded 
with a tremendous effort.” 

The 1967 season contained another element of personal satisfaction for Paterno. 
For the first time since he became head coach, Penn State starting winning “the big 
ones.” It began with that Miami victory in the second game, and was followed later 
by wins over Syracuse and previously-unbeaten North Carolina State. After UCLA 
had beaten the Lions on a blocked punt, Paterno cited that play as an example of 
what separates the great teams from the good ones. 


“A great team goes on the field expecting to win every game, and possessing the 
confidence that itll come up with the really big play necessary to win the tough 
games,” Paterno said. ““That’s what we must do — develop the feeling that we’re 
going to win them all, and that we’re going to make the big plays.” 

That this formula was instilled in his players was evident as Paterno’s Lions 
sailed through their last seven games without a loss. The “big play” was the deter- 
mining factor in the “big games,” and time and again, the Lions would come up with 
the key third-down pass, the interception, the fumble recovery or the goal-line stand 
to produce a victory. 

It was all rewarded by national ranking (10th in A.P., 11th in U.P.I.), the Lam- 
bert Trophy (symbolic of Eastern football supremacy) and a berth in the Gator Bowl. 
And with a large number of players returning for the 1968 season, it made for an 
optimistic future for Penn State football.

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GAME-BY-GAME SUMMARIES FOR 1967 


Navy 23, Penn State 22: Navy quarterback John Cartwright threw 2 TD passes to 
Rob Taylor in the 4th quarter — the second coming with 57 seconds left — to 
overcome Penn State leads of 14-10 and 22-17. Lions had gone ahead by 20-17 
when Campbell made a great catch of a Sherman TD pass with 1:44 left. Camp- 
bell ran for a 2-point conversion. Cartwright then guided Navy on a 78-yard 
drive in six passing plays, the final aerial going 16 yards to Taylor for the score. 


Penn State 17, Miami (Fla.) 8: Lions’ sophomore-studded defense held Miami to 69 
rushing yards, and Sherman completed 15 of 24 passes for two TD’s as PSU 
soared to an unexpectedly easy victory in the Orange Bowl. Kwalick (9 catches 
for 89 yards) caught first TD pass for 15 yards in 2nd period for 6-0 PSU lead 
at halftime. Sherman hit Abbey on a 7-yard scoring strike in 3rd period, and 
Curry caught 2-point conversion pass. Abbey finished PSU scoring with a 24- 
yard FG in 4th quarter. Miami finally scored with 40 seconds left on a pass from 
Bill Miller to Jimmy Cox and a 2-point conversion pass. 


UCLA 17, Penn State 15: Lions led 7-0 at halftime on a 3-yard TD run by Campbell 
and Abbey’s kick. Zenon Andrusyshyn kicked 37-yard FG in 3rd period, and 
two minutes later Bruin lineman Mel Griffin blocked a Campbell punt and 
pounced on it in the end zone to put UCLA ahead, 10-7. Sherman’s fumble set 
up UCLA’s final score, a 3-yard run by Gary Beban after a 29-yard drive. PSU 
closed to within two with 1:08 left when Tom Cherry capped a 40-yard drive 
with a 2-yard TD run and Sherman ran it in for a 2-point conversion. Campbell 
was injured in 3rd period. Beban gained a net total of one yard rushing. 


Penn State 50, Boston College 28: Soph FB Don Abbey scored 22 points — 3 TD 
runs, 4 PAT kicks — as Lions rolled up 449 yards total offense for an easy vic- 
tory. PSU led 28-0 after first period and 43-8 at halftime. Lions’ other FB, Dan 
Lucyk, also scored twice, Sherman hit Kwalick for a 42-yard TD play, and 
Charlie Pittman scored one TD, Abbey gained 119 yards in 18 carries, and Pitt- 
man had 71 in 16. Sherman was 5 for 12 for 188 yards. Boston College scored 
20 points in 4th quarter against PSU reserves. 


Penn State 21, West Virginia 14: Charlie Pittman returned second half kickoff 83 
yards for a TD to provide margin of victory. Lions led 14-7 at the half. WVU 
took a 7-0 lead in the Ist period, but PSU scored twice in 2nd quarter — once 
on a 2-yard run by Lucyk to cap a 73-yard drive and again on a 7-yard Sherman- 
to-Abbey pass to end a 45-yard drive. Second score was set up by Ed Stofko’s 
interception. WVU scored early in 4th period on 26-yard pass from Garland 
Hudson to Oscar Patrick. Pittman gained 137 yards, tops among Lion rushers 
for season, 


Penn State 29, Syracuse 20: Dennis Onkotz returned interception 47 yards for TD 
with 1:07 left to give Lions breathing room in the waning moments of a thriller. 
PSU was never behind. Lions scored first on 3-yard TD run by Pittman, the score 
being set up by a 30-yard Sherman-to-Kwalick pass. Syracuse tied it on a 10- 
yard pass from Rick Cassata to John Massis, On Ist play after SU kickoff, Sher- 
man hit Kwalick for a 60-yard TD pass-run play to give Lions 13-7 lead after 
Ist period. PSU made it 20-7 when Sherman capped a 64-yard drive with a 1- 
yard TD plunge in 2nd period. SU countered with 75-yard TD drive, Larry 
Csonka scoring from the one. Sherman kicked 26-yard FG with 2 seconds left in 
the half to give PSU a 22-14 lead. Final SU score came on Csonka’s 6-yard rush 
early in 3rd quarter. 
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Penn State 38, Maryland 3: Lions scored first time they had the ball to set tone for 
entire day. Pittman scored 3 TD’s on rushes of 2, 15 and 6 yards, and finished 
with 106 yards in 15 rushes. Other Lion scores came on Abbey’s I-yard rush and 
an 80-yard TD pass from Sherman to Paul Johnson. Abbey also kicked 2 PAT’s 
and Sherman threw for 2-point conversions to Lucyk, Abbey and Kwalick. 


Penn State 13, North Carolina State 8: Wolfpack hadn’t been scored on in first period 
all year, but Lions did all their scoring in first seven minutes, then held on to up- 
set the previously unbeaten, third-ranked visitors. After 41-yard kickoff return by 
Pittman, PSU drove rest of the way for TD the first time it had the ball. On 3rd 
and 2 situation, Kwalick made a fantastic catch of a Sherman pass for 18 yards 
and a TD. Sherman kicked PAT. Three minutes later, Onkotz returned inter- 
ception 67 yards for TD. Kick was wide. N.C, State’s Gerald Warren kicked 2 
FG's in 3rd period. Wolfpack drove to Lions’ 1-yard line late in final period. 
Onkotz and Jim Kates teamed up to stop Tony Barchuk’s 4th-and-one plunge, 
and then PSU punter Tom Cherry took a safety with 8 seconds left to prevent a 
N. C. State punt return. 


Penn State 35, Ohio University 14: Defensive heroics were highlights of this one. 
After Abbey capped 55-yard drive with a 3-yard TD run with 44% minutes gone, 
defensive team scored 3 straight TD’s. Ohio had narrowed margin to 7-6 with 
2nd period TD when PSU’s Bob Capretto returned an interception 50 yards for 
a score. Three minutes later, Onkotz returned a punt 56 yards for another TD to 
give PSU a 21-6 halftime lead. In 4th period, Frank Spaziani blocked a punt, 
picked it up and took it in for Lions’ fourth TD. Final PSU score came on a 22- 
yard TD pass from Sherman to Curry. 


Penn State 42, Pittsburgh 6: Lions scored 14 points in each of first three periods be- 
fore Pitt could get on the scoreboard. Sherman completed 16 of 24 for 209 yards 
and 4 TD’s — two to Abbey and one each to Curry and Lucyk. Curry caught 
7 for 103 yards. Offensive tackle Rich Buzin also scored TD in Ist period when 
he recovered Abbey’s fumble in the end zone. Pittman carried 17 times for 89 
yards. 


GATOR BOWL 


Penn State 17, Florida State 17: PSU led for 59 minutes, 45 seconds, until awesome 
FSU passing enabled Seminoles to catch up on a FG with 15 seconds remaining. 
Lions did all their scoring in Ist half. Sherman kicked 27-yard FG in Ist period, 
then threw TD passes to Curry (10 yards) and Kwalick (12 yards) for a 17-0 
bulge at halftime. FSU pass-catch combo of Kim Hammond and Ron Sellers 
dominated 2nd hali. In 3rd period Hammond threw TD pass (15 yards) to 
Sellers to make it 17-7. After Pittman fumbled the ensuing kickoff back to FSU, 
Seminoles closed to within 3 when Hammond carried final yard of 22-yard drive. 
In 4th period, Hammond passed FSU on a 69-yard drive in the waning moments, 
Guthrie booting 25-yard FG to tie. Hammond passed for 362 yards (37-53) and 
Sellers caught 14 for 145 yards.

The Lambert Trophy, symbolic of Eastern football supremacy, has been awarded 
five times to Penn State — in 1947, when the Lions were unbeaten and untied in 
nine games and later played a 13-13 tie with $.M.U. in the Cotton Bowl; in 1961, 
when they posted a 7-3 record and then defeated Georgia Tech in the Gator Bow]; in 
1962, when they compiled a 9-1 record before losing to Florida in the Gator Bowl: 
in 1964, when they won six of their last seven (the last five in a row) to finish with 
a 6-4 record; and in 1967, when they finished 8-2 and tied Florida State in the Gator 
Bowl. 


The 1947, 1962 and 1967 teams are the only Lion teams that have :anked in the 
Associated Press final top ten poll which was started in 1936. The 1947 team was 
ranked fourth, the 1962 team placed ninth and the 1967 team was tenth. 


United Press International, which began its rating system in 1950, voted Penn 
State’s 1959 team tenth, ranked the 1962 team ninth and the 1967 team eleventh.

PENN STATE SYMBOL 


Penn State’s Nittany Lion symbol dates from 
1906, when members of the Penn State baseball 
team noticed on the Princeton campus two 
bronze tigers. These suggested the need for a 
Penn State athletic symbol, so students chose a 


mountain lion, once said to have roamed the 
central-Pennsylvania mountains. Because Penn 
State is located in Nittany Valley at the foot of 
Mt. Nittany, the lion was designated as a Nit- 
tany Lion. The word Nittany evolved from a 
local legend about an Indian maiden named 
Nita-Nee.

Beaver Stadium — Home of the Nittany Lions 


Penn State, which played its home games from 1909 through 1959 in 30,000- 
capacity Beaver Field on center campus, moved into a 46,284-capacity all steel stadi- 
um in 1960. Beaver Stadium is a unique assembly of something old and something 
new. The old stadium was dismantled after the 1959 season and moved in 700 pieces 
a mile and a half to the new east-campus location. It was reassembled beneath the 
new superstructure — and now towers 70 rows high on each side, from goal line to 
goal line. The closed end of the horseshoe remains as it was, 35 rows high. Steel 
men say it is the largest all-steel stadium in the country, and probably in the world. 
There are 44,284 permanent seats (with 28,284 between the goal lines), and room for 
approximately 2,000 temporary bleacher seats in the open end of the horseshoe. The 
stadium is named for General James A. Beaver, a former Pennsylvania governor who 
served for many years as president of the Penn State Board of Trustees. There is 
ample parking space.

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The Pennsylvania State 


The Pennsylvania State University, to- 
day among the 14 largest colleges and 
universities in the country in full-time 
enrollment, was chartered in 1855 as 
“The Farmer’s High School of Pennsyl- 
vania.” 


The name was changed to the Agricul- 
tural College of Pennsylvania in 1862, 
and when the Pennsylvania Legislature in 
1863 accepted the provisions of the Mor- 
rill Land-Grant Act, signed by President 
Abraham Lincoln on. July 2, 1862, and 
“pledged the faith of the State to carry 
the same into effect,’ Penn State became 
the land-grant college of Pennsylvania. 


The name in 1874 was changed to The 
Pennsylvania State College and in 1953 
to The Pennsylvania State University. 


Today, Penn State has 227 major 
buildings and the physical plant is valued 
at more than $237,000,000. The Univer- 
sity Park Campus, located in the center 
of the State, consists of a tract of 4,445 
acres that includes more than 3,900 acres 
of agricultural experiment grounds and 
nearly 125 acres for athletic fields and 
recreational facilities. Nearly 400 acres 
comprise the central campus. 


Penn State also has 20 other campuses 
located throughout the Commonwealth, 
including 18 that offer two-year associate 
degree programs and the first year or two 
of baccalaureate degree study, one Grad- 
uate Center, and one campus that offers 
both graduate work and the third and 
fourth years of undergraduate study. The 
University’s new College of Medicine, 
located in the partially completed Milton 
S. Hershey Medical Center near Her- 
shey, admitted its first class of 40 stu- 
dents in fall, 1967. 

Enrollment of resident-credit students 
during the 1967-68 year totaled 41,508 
including 24,042 at University Park and 
17,466 at the other Commonwealth Cam- 
puses and other centers in the State. 

Penn State has extensive programs in 
research and continuing education. The 
research program, which operated during 
the past year on a $31,000,000 budget,

has as its objective the training of new 
people as well as the discovery of new 
facts and truths to add to man’s growing 
knowledge of the world in which he lives, 


To use the existing facilities to the 
greatest extent possible the University in 
1961 adopted a new academic calendar 
which consists of four ten-week terms. 
Thus, the academic program continues 
throughout the year so that facilities are 
used in summer as well as during the 
traditional school year. The new pro- 
gram also enables a student to complete 
work for a bachelor’s degree in three in- 
stead of four years if he continues his col- 
lege work during the four terms of the 
year. Ten undergraduate colleges, the 
Graduate School, and the College of 
Medicine cater to Pennsylvania’s growing 
educational needs. Undergraduate col- 
leges are Agriculture, Arts and Archi- 
tecture, Business Administration, Educa- 
tion, Engineering, Health and Physical 
Education, Human Development, the 
Liberal Arts, Earth and Mineral Sciences, 
and Science. 


The University Park Campus is located 
in the approximate center of the State — 
40 miles from Altoona, 64 miles from 
Williamsport, 90 miles from Harrisburg, 
140 miles from Pittsburgh and 200 miles 
from Philadelphia. Air, rail, and bus serv- 
ice are available. 
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Penn State's President 


Dr. Eric A. Walker became Penn State’s 12th presi- 
dent on October 1, 1956. A native of Long Eaton, Eng- 
land, he came to Penn State in 1945 and served as head 
of the department of electrical engineering and director 
of the Ordnance Research Laboratory until 1951. From 
1951 until 1956 he was dean of the College of Engineer- 
ing and Architecture. Named University vice-president 
in 1956, he succeeded Dr. Milton Eisenhower as presi- 
dent shortly thereafter. 

Dr. Walker spent his early years in Wrightsville, 
Pa., earned his bachelor of science degree from Harvard 
in 1932, a masters degree in business administration from 
Harvard in 1933, and his doctorate of science from Har- 
vard in 1935. He holds twelve honorary degrees. 

Before coming to Penn State, Dr. Walker served as 
associate professor of mathematics and later as head of the department of electrical 
engineering at Tufts College from 1933 until 1940, as head of the department electri- 
cal engineering at the University of Connecticut from 1940 until 1942, and associate 
director of the Harvard Underwater Sound Laboratory from 1942 until 1945. 

In May, 1964, Dr. Walker was named chairman of the National Science Board 
of the National Science Foundation. He is President of the National Academy of 
Engineering, a former president of the Engineers Joint Council and the American 
Society for Engineering Education, and former Chairman of the National Science 
Board. In June, 1968, Dr. Walker was elected to the American Society for Engineer- 
ing Education’s 75th Anniversary Hall of Fame. 


Ernest B. McCoy 
Director of Athletics 

Ernie McCoy is in his 16th year as Dean of the 
College of Health and Physical Education and director 
of intercollegiate athletics. A native of Pittsburgh, Mc- 
Coy grew up in Detroit. He was graduated in 1929 from 
the University of Michigan, where he later served as 
assistant director of athletics to H. O. (Fritz) Crisler and 
head basketball coach before coming to Penn State in 
July, 1952. 

Following graduate work at Columbia University, he 
served two years as athletic director and head coach at 
Montclair (N. J.) State College and six years (1934-40), 
as athletic director, teacher and coach of three sports at 
Montclair High School. 

He returned to Michigan in 1940 as assistant foot- 
ball coach and freshman baseball coach, left the University for naval service during 
World War II, and returned in 1946. 

A past president of the Eastern College Athletic Conference, he currently is 
president of the Eastern Intercollegiate Football Association and is chairman of the 
ECAC Eligibility Committee. 

He is the secretary-treasurer of the National Collegiate Athletic Association, a 
post generally regarded as the second highest elected position in the organization, 
a member of the NCAA Council, past chairman of the NCAA eligibility committee, 
past chairman of the injuries and safety, basketball, and youth fitness committees, and 
is a past NCAA vice-president from District 2.

When making requests for working press creden- 
tials allow time for mailing. For late requests, tickets 
will be left with attendant at press gate immediately 
behind West stand of Beaver Stadium. If wire or tele- 


phone service is required, please make necessary arrangements through your Western 
Union or telephone office. 


WORKING PRESS: Admittance to the Beaver Stadium press box will be limited to 
the working press only. Press box passes are marked with row and seat numbers and 
assignments will be made upon receipt of request. Working space in the press box is 
at a premium, so in most cases admittance is limited to those papers actually covering 
for Sunday editions. 


RADIO: There are three permanent radio booths in Beaver Stadium and facilities to 
make several additional small temporary ones when necessary. One permanent booth 
will always be occupied by the Penn State Football Network. In most cases, one of the 
other permanent booths will be assigned to the visiting team’s official station. For com- 
fort, announcing crews should be limited to four persons plus one spotter for each 
team. Opponent stations should indicate when requesting credentials whether or not 
they will require a spotter for the Penn State team. 


TELEVISION: Penn State’s “live” television appearances are designated by the 
N.C. A. A. Television Committee, and facilities will be assigned in accordance with 
N.C. A. A. approval. This year, the Dec. 7 game with Syracuse will be televised na- 
tionally and the Oct. 12 game at UCLA will be televised regionally by ABC. 


PHOTOGRAPHERS: Press photographers will be assigned a press box roof or side- 
line credentials, or both, depending on requirements. Field passes are normally limit- 
ed to daily newspaper, wire service, and magazine photographers with one caption 
writer or messenger available to each photographer. Field photographers must not 
stand in front of spectators nor pass in front of players’ benches and are not permitted 
to enter the stands except with special permission. The “press box photo” pass allows 
the photographer to work on the top of the press box roof, on the special photo plat- 
form immediately in front of the bottom of the press box, or in any of the enclosed 
areas of the third deck of the press box if the latter area is not being used by radio or 
teleyision. The same rules apply to newsreel photographers, Gamera crews making the 
coaching films for the opponent school will be limited to three persons. 
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
